Ing was. adjourned brought to an 
end a parley unparallelled in his- 
tory for the scope of the investi- 
gations and the bitterness of some 
of the battles fought over world 
economic and monetary problems. 


'•The problems we face—unem- 


ployment, bankruptcies, unbalanc- 
ed budgets 
and 
undeveloped re- 


sources—challenged 
the 
wisdom 


of man and the capacity of gov- 
ernments," Mr. MacDonald said. 


"We adjourn not because we are 


defeated, not because we are dis- 
couraged, but because a longer 
time is needed to attain results. 
Let there be no mistake. This is 
a recess of the world 
economic 


conference, not a winding-up. The 
need for world agreement is great- 
er than ever."

George N. Peek, chief adminis- 
trator, said that Pacific north- 
west grain interests have appeal- 
ed to him for assistance in dis- 
posing of surplus stocks of tho 
grain on hand there and that 
administrators regard prompt ac- 
tion as necessary to prevent the 
Pacific wheat from being scld in 
the east in competition with mid- 
dle western wheat. 


Pacific coast grain interests re- 
ported a "serious condition as a 
result of a new crop coming to 
market with seaport terminal stor- 
age space already congested with 
carryover 
wheat." 


They informed Peek 'there are 
two alternatives to remedy the 
situation—one Is exports to th« 
Orient, the other to ship surplus 
western grain through the Pan- 
ama Canal to Gulf and Atlantic 
ports in this country, and there 
to offer the grain for sale on 
competition with middle western 
grain stocks.

To 
each of his faithful three hun- 
dred he gave a trumpet—there 
were plenty left by the disbanded 
thousands—and a torch that could 
be hidden Inside a common earth- 
enware pitcher. Then he divided 
his little army into three detach- 
ments, and bade them surround 
the Midianite camp by night. 


At a given signal, the trumpets 
were brown simultaneously, and 
the pitchers broken, so that the 
torches flared up into light, while 
every soldier shouted: "The sword 
of Jehovah and of Gideon!" 
Panic 
seized 
the 
Midianltes. 
They thought they were surround- 
ed and seemingly outnumbered by 
a mighty host. Those three hun- 
dred trumpets, and the blazing 
lights on every side, surely be- 
tokened a victorious army. Con- 
fusion 
reigned, Comrade 
bared 


sword against comrade. Complete 
rout, followed by flight, ensued. 
Gideon had won a memorable 
victory for Israel. 


It would-be easy to suggest that 
great conquests are to be won by 
the trumpets of truth and by the 
torches of intelligence, rather than 
by weapons of destruction. But 
the real point of our Lesson is 
that deliverance comes to a na- 
tion, a community, by the leader- 
ship of one man who hears God's 
call, and dares essay the seem- 
ingly Impossible because of faith 
in Him. "This is the victory that 
overcometh the world, even our 
faith."

As early as September, 1885, pro- 


hibition campaigns have been con- 
ducted in Navarro county. 
The 
anti-prohibitionists won by a de- 
cisive majority in 1885 with 2,902 
votes against prohibition as com- 
pared with 1,210 for prohibition. 
- In 1902, the antis again won by 
a majority of 103 votes.. Navarro 
county went "dry" by 650 votes In 
1904. Another hotly contested elec- 
tion was staged in 1907. Accord- 
Ing to the returns of this election 
the antis won by 12 votes, there 
being 2,500 antis and 2,488 pros 
voting. The election was contested 
and the local district ,*jurt held 
that the antis won by five votes 
The case was appealed 
to 
the 
Court of Civil Appeals and that 
tribunal decided that the prohibi- 
tionists had won by 13 votes ma- 
jority. 


Prohibitionists again scored a 
victory in 1911 by 'polling 3,011 
votes as compared with 2,609 votes 
for the antis. This was the last 
county-wide election. There were 
5,620 votes cast which indicated 
a full strength vote and plenty of 
interest as this election was held 
prior to the time of woman suf- 
frange. 


DawHon Voted Often. 
Figures compiled from the rec- 
ords by Judge McWilliams show 
that the citizens of Dawson also 
were divided and held six local 
option elections in addition to the 
county elections.
